“This is the highest error 
rate v/e have ever exper¬ 
ienced. If they continue, we 
iinticipate serious relays in 
taxpayer refunds,” Gen t z 
sai(l. 

Ho explained tliat ta.xpaycr 
errors usually climb follow¬ 
ing any change in forms cr 
schedules. Most occur be- 
r.a.use taxpayers do not read 
and follow the changed in¬ 
structions. 

Most common taxpayer 
errors this year are: 

Not claiming the standard 
deduction before determing 
the ta.x from the tax table. 

Failing to claim the spe¬ 
cial SO per cent refund of 
State Disability Insurance 
withheld from wages. 

Not attaching the .540RC 
renter’s credit claim to the 
tax return or attempting te 
use the 540RC instead of a 
tax return to claim a tax 
refund or the State Disabi¬ 
lity Insurance refund. 

Sighted taxpayers claiming 
the ex-emption for blindness. 


Full year residents un 
necessarily pro-rating t b. c 
renter's credit. 

Using the incorrect filin.g 
status, .such as single per- 
.sons claiming themselves as 
qualifying for head of house 
hold. 

Overlooking or claiming 
the incorrect amount cf spe¬ 
cial low income credit. 

Using the wrong line on 
tile tax table. 

Incorrect addition or sub- 
raction in determining re¬ 
fund. 

Forgetting to carry exemp¬ 
tion (credits forward to page 
2 of the return. 

For tbs estimated six mil¬ 
lion w'no have not yet mailed 
their .State tax returns* Gentz 
had these words of acivice: 

Pieasp take extra time to 
read th-c directions, recheck 
the return and mathematics 
before mailing, attach the 
.510RC if you arc required to 
file a tax return and are a 
renter, review social security 
numbers, attach W-2's. sign 
llie return. 

And finally, he suggests 
taxpayers have a little extra 
patience if expecting a re¬ 
fund. It Vill take longer 
than usual.

During the year 1963 the City of Sierra Madre, under the direction of the then 
Fire Chief Charles Brown, purchased from the City of Whittier a used 1946 
Seagrave Pumper Fire Engine. Tho cost was around $2,000 and was a valuable 
asset to the people of the community.

Since Sam Tesoro is an experienced and knowledgeable person in the art of Fund 
Drives, your Department has prevailed upon him to be the General Chairnian In 
an attempt to raise this amount of money. 

This Brochure is asking each of you to support this effort and please send in 
your donation as soon as possible so that the project can be completed prior 
to the Muster competition entry time. 

Your Department is so sure that you will respond to them that they are going 
ahead with the project and getting credit from suppliers for the materials, for 
which they will pay for when money is received. 

It is estimated that the value of this old 1946 Seagrave Engine, when com¬ 
pletely restored will be in the vicinity of $50,000 and It will belong to the 
City of Sierra Madre and its people to become a show piece for parades and 
other uses over the years.

Sta.*;e Controller Kenneth 
Cory has notified city and 
county governments that 
they will receive, collective¬ 
ly, alxiut 7.3 per cent more 
money irom the highway 
users tax and Motor Vehicle 
License Fees this fiscal year 
than had been estimated 
earlier. 

Receipts from gasoli ii e 
and diesel fuel sales a.ie 
down from last year and 
from earlier estimates. How¬ 
ever, hi.gher returns from 
taxes levied in lieu of the 
property tax on vehicles will 
result in an increase in the 
local share of apportion¬ 
ments during the remainder 
cf this fiscal year. 

Aggregate amounts avail¬ 
able for the current year arc 
now forecast at $868 mil¬ 
lion. "For the fiscal year 
1980-81 this amount will 
probably rise to $725 mil¬ 
lion,” Cory said.

Thp cyclos in nature have 
always been interesting to 
observe, and have lured 
scientists to study the effects 
of drought, the devastation 
of floods, a.nd the results of 
heat spells and cold snaps. 

Considering cycles, the 
P’ain Eaton Canyon arroyo 
is quite an attraction right 
now, for it has undergone 
the effects of recent rains. 
In fact Eaton Canyon has 
.suffered through two major 
flooding storms in just ten 
years time. 

In 1969, a terrible winter 
storm swooped low over the 
San Gabriels, dumping some¬ 
thing like 10 inches of rain 
on the foothiils in onlj' 24 
hours! Water raged fully 
from on& side of the arroyo 
tf) the other ... a great dis¬ 
tance. Huge oak and syca¬ 
more tr!>cs were swept down 
river as many of the 
stream’s banks were ei-odod 
c<nd undercut. At the mouth 
of the canyon was the old 
New York Drive. Instead of 
building a bridge over the 
arroyo, engineers probably 
felt it would be easier and 
le.ss expeisive for the road 
to go down into the arroyo 
and up the other, side. A 
farm style "all - the - chick- 
■ken - you - can - eat’’ res¬ 
taurant perched nearby on a 
gravel knoll at the edge of 
the .main arroyo channel. 

The price was certainly 
paid in 1969 for these en¬ 
gineering wonders, for the 
surging waters washed out 
New York Drive, leaving an 
eight foot deep go.urge where 
the road had been. The res¬ 
taurant was pounded broad¬ 
side by the raging river in 
Eaton Wash, and was mer¬ 
cilessly battered into splint¬ 
ers and pulp! It certainly 
r<roved to be the wrong spot 
for that restaurant!! 

These rains of 1980 have 
had their effects on Eaton 
Canyon, too. Now. of course 
there is no longer a re.s- 
taurant to knock around, and 
the new New Y'ork Drive 
sports a bridge to span the 


arroyo. However, the effects 
are natural ones. The tre¬ 
mendous flood of water erod¬ 
ed many long - standing 
banks of sand and rock. It 
must be .understood that 
these long - standing banks 
were desposited there many 
years ago by other storms. 
Hillsides have been under¬ 
cut and have slumped, car¬ 
rying with them large vol¬ 
umes of soil and uprooted 
trees. Ikyo especially impof- 
tant oaks and one sycamore 
have fallen into the arroyo. 
And an old stand of mission 
cactus is now almost entire¬ 
ly gone. A lot of rearranging 
done in the canyon within 
these cycles of naure. But it 
merely proves the fact that 
nature is never, never sta¬ 
tic Sometimes the changes 
can be dramatic!

— IlENT CONTROL. Initiative Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment. (Proponent: John H. Hodgson II, Sacramcto) De¬ 
clares rent control to be matter of local government 
concern. Provides that rent control shall be impo.sed only 
by vote of the people through enactment of local ordi¬ 
nances. Prohibits state-enacted rent control. Permits an¬ 
nual rent increases based on consumer price index and 
additional increases based on other specified factors. Re¬ 
quires that rent control ordinance establish a commission 
to resolve grievances involving rent increases. Exempts 
specified types of rental units from rent control. Prohibits 
landlords retaliation for exercise of tenant’s rights. Fian- 
ciol impact: No substantial impact O!’. state or local reve¬ 
nues or expenditures. 

Proposition 11 

— TAXATION. Initiative Statute. (Proponent: Bill 
Press, Sacramento) Levies a 10 per cent surtax on the 
businc>ss income from California sources of energy busi¬ 
nesses (except public utilities) whose princii>al activity 
is the obtaining, processing, distributing or marketing of 
oil, gas, coal, or uranium. Allows a tax credit against 
surtax of $.50 for every dollar invested in California after 
January 1, 1979 to increase the production or refining of 
California crude oil or gas over 1978 base levels. Requires 
that surtax proceeds be used to fund increased bus and 
rail service for Californians and to develop alternative 
transportation fuels. Prohibits businesses from passng sur¬ 
tax on to consumers. Financial impact: Increase in state 
revenues of $125 million to $4(X) million depending 'upon 
extent to which tax credit is utilized. No significant im¬ 
pact on state expenditures. No impact on local govern¬ 
ment revenues or expenditures. 

Proposition 1 2** 

Prop. 4 Drafters Ready 

The drafters of Proposition 4, the “Spirit of 13” initia¬ 
tive, will soon unveil a lengthy document discussing dozens 
of complex issues the inlative raises and the intent of 
the drafters on each issue. The report will also be used 
for what will become implementing legislation to be intro¬ 
duced in separate bills in each house of the legislature 
and actively supported by the drafting committee. 

Local governments are .naturally anxious about the 
necessary details and procedures which they must follow 
under Proposition 4. For those agencies that wish to start 
planning early, the pamphlet will serve as a guide. 

The report of the drafters’ intent is also intended to 
sene as guidance to the courts in any review of Proposi¬ 
tion 4 issues. 

Introduction of the legislation in two identical bills 
in each house is somewhat unique in the California 
legislative process. It is being done in this case to start 
committee debates on the complex issue in each house 
at once, and to get the issues resolved and a bill passed 
well before the start of the next fiscal year. 

The document of implementing legislation and drafters’ 
intent addresses issues such as what factors trigger a 
shift of financial support to user fees or to the private 
sector, both of which req'uire a reduction of the govern¬ 
ment’s spending limit. Other issues include defining “cx)sts 
reasonably borne’’ for user charges, what protections tax¬ 
payers and local governments should have in the legal 
challenges, should population and inflationary factors be 
additive or compounded, and what provisions exist for 
declining population.

Paperwork Relief 

Paperwork relief and a $12 million annual savings for 
100,000 of California’s small buslne.sses — vetoed by Gov¬ 
ernor Edmund G. Brown Jr. in 1979 — has been given 
now life by the legislature. 

Assemblyman Robert Frazee baited his attempt to 
override the veto of a bill designed to relieve some of 
the paperwork burden on small businesses following an 
intense battle with the .governor’s office. To avoid an un¬ 
precedented sixth veto override, a deal was struck in which 
langT^iage of Frazee’s AB 1412 will be put into another 
bill which can be run through the legislature. Assembly 
Democrats are committed to an override if the governor 
vetoes the second measure. 

AB 1412 would have allowed 100,000 small businesses 
to .send in state disability and state income taxes with¬ 
held from employee’s paychecks on a quarterly, rather 
than monthly basis. The savings to small business has 
been estimated at nearly $12 million annually. 

On February 11, Frazee had received the necessary 54 
commitments from assemblymen to successfully override 
the governor’s veto of AB 1412. This was due to wide¬ 
spread grassroots communications by local chambers and 
businesses to their legislators. 

The governor recognized that an embarrassing and 
uni>eccd'ented sixth veto override was imminent and sent 
his staff into action. A massivt lobbying effort was launched 
by his top staff members to stop the override and save 
face. 

Brown also offered to sign a new watered-down v^er- 
sion of AB 1412 which would have eliminated at least 
16,.500 small businesses. Assemblyman Frazee refused to 
accept the compromi.se that would reduce the number of 
businesses able to report quarterly. ' 

Fiva- days of intense* pressure by the governor’s staff 
o.n Democratic assemblymen causod many members to 
have to decide between their own lt*gislative programs and 
the override of AB 1412. Democratic leadership intervened 
with a last minute facesaving offer. 

Assemblyman Frazee agreed to place the exact lan¬ 
guage of AB 1412 into another bill still in the legislature 
with a guarantee from Assembly Democrats that if the 
governor vetced the measure again, they would override 
hi.s veto. 

The co.ntents of AB 1412 have been amended into AB 
.32.5. AB 325 was formerly the major unemployment in¬ 
surance reform hill by As.semblyman McAlister. All the 
unemployment Insurance language has been deleted to 
make room for Frazee’s small busi,ness paperwork pro- 
isions and Frazee became the author. 

I'he new AB 325 (Frazee) pas.sed the Senate Industrial 
Relations Committee by a 4 to 0 vote on February 20. 
The was heard in Senate Finance February 25 and was 
expected to be o,n the governor’s desk by the enl of the 
mojith.

It you have misplaced 
your 1974 statement, we will arrange tor a search of the County Clerk's file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 198 0 form and to detemine whether republication 
will be necessary. 

The Cost 

The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $15.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $30.00. It there is no publication, your cost is only $15.00. If you want 
us to handle tiling for you, please bring us your $15.60 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and tiling services are free, as explained above. If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge. 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements tiled or retiled during the year 1974 will expire 
On December 31, 197?.

Short of 
quitting our jobs, what re¬ 
course do we have in deal¬ 
ing with this highly unpro- 
lessional and annoying be¬ 
havior?

Answer: 

The issue of sexual har- 
a.ssment is one which has 
not been discus.sed openly 
until recent years. One rea¬ 
son has been that women 
somehow see the problem as 
one for which they arc re¬ 
sponsible. Another is, of 
course, the fear that they 
will lose their jobs. 

Whether or not womien 
liave legal recourse under 
state and federal laws which 
protect them against other 
forms of sex discrimination 
is currently being teste d in 
the courts. Many wofl^fb are 
now deciding to press legal 
charges in cases of sexual 
harassment, even thou g li 
tlicy may be risking their 
jobs. One major drawback 
is the time involved before 
such cases are resolved. 

In California, you can file 
a complaint of sexual har¬ 
assment with the State Fair 
Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission, which has offices

Poverty Level Now 
At $13,550 For 3 

In response to the growing 
need for some form of ex¬ 
panded relief for low-income 
renters, the Housing Author¬ 
ity of the County of Los An¬ 
geles will begin accepting 
preliminary applications for 
it s Section 8 Rental As¬ 
sistance Program on March 
3. Under this federally fund¬ 
ed program, the Housing 
Authority provides monthly 
rent subsidies which are paid 
directly to the proper t y 
owner or manager; the rent¬ 
er’s portion is 25 per cent of 
the family’s gross monthly 
income. 

Initial eligibility is de¬ 
termined by the income level 
and the num.ber of persons 
in the household. For in¬ 
stance, a family of three 
with a gross annual income 
of less than $13,550 or a 
family of eight with less 
than $18,800 in gross annual 
earnings could qualify for 
this assistance. 

Eligible families who cur- 
i-ently reside in the county 
area or in one of the many 
incorporated cities with i n 
the county limits could ’’e- 
ccive the rental assistance 
wilhout moving, provid e d 
their present residence miH't 
minimum standards, provide 
adequate living space and 
are within the allowable rent 
limits.

The diesel 
fuel tax distribution was $1,- 
92,5,854 more than in Febru¬ 
ary. 1979.
